“When therefore the Lord knew how the Pharisees had 
heard that Jesus made and baptized more disciples than John, 
(Though Jesus himself baptized not, but his disciples) He 
left Judaea, and departed again into Galilee. 
needs go through Samaria.”—John 4:1-4. 


Now I want you to notice this: 
the Saviour is the best soul win- 
ner the world ever saw. And it 
is remarkable and happy that He 
is always working with individ- 
uals. You know Jesug talked to 
Nicodemus—one man at a time. 
The best sermon Jesus ever preach- 
ed, I suppose, was when he told 
Nicodemus, “Ye must be born 
again,” and told him that “God 
so loved the world.” My, what a 
good sermon Jesus preached to 
one man! So don’t anybody think 
that you are too important or too 
busy to talk to one soul and win 
that one soul] to Christ. D. L. 
Moody did it all the time, and so 
do the best preachers and soul 
winners in the world. And Jesus 
is our example. Now Jesus heard, 
“People are talking, Jesus.” 

“What are they saying?” 

“They are saying that you are 
getting more people converted and 
i and more. converts than 
John the Baptist, and they are 
saying there is rivalry between 
you and John the Baptist.” 

“Well,” Jesus said, “I don’t want 
anybody to talk against John, 30 
I will go preach in another place.” 

“He left Judaea, and departed 
again into Galilee. And he must 
needs go through Samaria, Then 
cometh he to a city of Samaria, 
which is called Sychar, near to the 
parcel of ground that Jacob gave 
to his son Joseph. Now Jacob's 
well was there. Jesus therefore, 
being wearied with his. journey, 
sat thus on the well: and it was 
about the sixth hour.” 

That means that it was about 
noon. Jesus had walked all .the 
moring. He did not ride a donkey, 
He did not ride a jeep, or an auto- 
mobile, or a train, or a bus. He

had just walked, and now He was 
tired. “There cometh a woman 
of Samaria to draw water: Jesus 
saith unto her, Give me to drink.” 
There is your prospect, Jesus. 
There is the woman you are going 
to talk to. And so Jesus went on 
to lead this woman to Christ, and 
thereby hangs the tale of this 
morning’s message. 


“He Must Needs Go Through 
Samaria” 

I want you to notice first the 
Scripture says, “He must needs 
go through Samaria.” What does 
that mean? Now there are two 
routes to go from Jerusalem north 
into Galilee. The easy route, and 
the one that nearly everybody 
traveled was from Jerusalem, 
down to Jericho by the Jordan 
River, and then over the Jordan 
River, and then up the _ easy 
valley of the Jordan. That was 


much easier, . smooth. -walking~ 
along the riverside. But Jesus/| = 
said, “No, this time I have 


got to go over the mountains; I 
have got to walk right up through 
the hills, and through Samaria 
into Galilee.” And I can imagine 
Some of the apostles said, “Why, 
Jesus, that is not the best way. 
That way you have to climb so 
many hills, and up and down, and 
besides, the Samaritans are not 
friendly. They may not even have 
you for dinner anywhere.” Jesus 
said, “I don’t care. I’ have got to 
go by Samaria.” Now why? Be- 
cause the Spirit led Him there. 
You know, Jesus was filled with 
the Holy Spirit all the time. We 
learn that after He was baptized, 
in Luke the third chapter, the 
Spirit came upon Him in form like

Now as he walked 


by the Sea of Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew his brother 
casting a net into the-sea: for they were fishers.

When the Fire Fell 


from Heaven

L. Im Old Testament Times 

On rare and memorable occa- 
sions, in Old Testament times, the 
fire fell from heaven. _ 


One of these significant events 
occurred in the life of David. 
King David had sinned in number- 
ing the people, and judgment was 
being poured out upon Israel. 
David earnestly confessed his sin 
and prayed. God heard his prayer. 
Judgment was stayed. Then, in 
obedience to God’s conimand, 
David built an altar and offered 
_ gacrifices. And God “answered 
him from heaven by fire upon the 
altar of burnt offering” (I 
Chronicles 21:26). 

Again the fire fell from heaven 
when Solomon. dedicated the 
Temple. The falling fire signified 
the divine acceptance of the con- 
fession and prayer of his servant 
Bolomon: 
had made an end of praying, the 
ftre came down from heaven, and 
consumed the burnt offering and

the Sacrifices; and the glory of the 
Lord filled the house.” 


At this marvelous manifesta- 
tion of God’s power the assembled 
multitude of the children of Israel 
bowed themselves in worship: 
“And when all the children of 
Israel saw how the fire came 
down, and the glory of the Lord 
upon the house, they bowed them- 
selves with their faces to the 
ground upon the pavement, and 
worshipped, and praised the Lord, 
saying, For he is good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever’ (Il 
Chronicles 7:3). 


Later, Israel departed from the 
Lord in following Baa] and wor- 
shipping idols. The prophet 
Elijah called the prophets of Baal 
and the children of Israel to 
Mount Carmel in a contest to let 
it be known which was the true 
God. Elijah said: “The God that 
answereth by fire, let him be 
God.” The prophets of Baal built 


an altar and laid a bullock for 
it. All day long 
they called upon their god, but 
there was no response. 


At the time of the evening 
sacrifice Elijah repaired the altar 
of the Lord, and laid the bullock 
for the sacrifice upon it. At the 
command of the prophet they 
filled twelve barrels with water 
and poured them upon the sacri- 
fice, until the water filled the 
trench about the altar. Elijah 
then quietly called upon God to 
manifest His power in order to 
bring the people back to Him: 
“Then the fire of the Lord fell, 
and consumed the burnt sacrifice 
and the wood, and the stones, and 
the dust, and licked up the water 
that was in the trench. And when 
all the people saw it, they fell on 
their faces: and they said, The 
Lord, he is the God; the Lord, he is

were oratorical gems. Rhetoric 
just shone from every line of 
them. I know how to prepare 
a sermon a great deal better than 
I know how to preach one! I 
used to teach public speaking. 
I know how, and I used to prepare 
those sermons. I worked on them. 
Every jot, every tittle, every line, 
every comma, every paragraph 
every chapter, every exclamation 
point—everything was in its place. 
I stood in front of those Okla- 
homa farmers and preached to 
them. They would just sit there, 
having a hard time keeping their 
eyes open. I said to myself, “Well, 
what do these farmers know? 
Wait until I get to a big city 
where they read the Saturday 
Evening Post and the Reader’s 
Digest—-where they really under- 
stand English.” 

Then one day in the biography 
of Hudson Taylor I came across 
the statement, “The nearest way 
to a man’s heart is by God's 
throne of grace.” Since then I 
have spent more time preparing 
myself than I have spent prepar- 


ing my sermons. It has made a 
world of difference. Thank God 
we do not have to convict sinners 
or convert them. The Holy Spirit 
does that. Thank God we do not 
have to make ourselves fishers of 
men. The Lord Jesus Christ will 
do it for us if we will give him 
the chance. I guarantee that He 
will do a better job of it than any 
Bible School, or seminary, or any 
other place can possibly do. Read 
on in Mark: 


“And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him. And 
when he had gone a little farther 
thence, he saw James the son of 
Zebedee, and John his brother, 
who also were in the ship mend- 
ing their nets. And straightway 
he called them. And they left 
their father Zebedee in the ship 
with the hired servants, and went 
after him. And they went into 
Capernaum; and straightway on 
the sabbath day he entered into 
the synagogue, and taught.”— 
Mark 1:18-21. 

Now, begin at the twenty-ninth 
verse: 

“And forthwith, when they were 
come out of the synagogue, they 
entered. inte the house of Simon” 
and Andrew, with James and 
John. But Simon’s wife’s mother 
lay sick of a fever, and anon they 
tell him of her. And he came and

I want to ask you another ques- 
tion today. I think it is the most 
important question that you have 
ever been asked or could possibly 


be asked. Listen carefully—aAre 
you ready to meet God? 
In Amos, chapter four, verse 


twelve, we have a command from 
God and that command says: 


me prepare to meet thy 
God...” There are several things 
emphasized in this text that I 


would like to impress upon your 
minds. I want you to know that 
the Bible teaches that: 


I. You Will Meet God 


“But,” you say, “You don’t know 
me and you don’t know anything 
about me.” I do not have to know 
you personally, nor the kind of life 
you have been living. I know 
what the Bible declares and the 
Bible says that no matter, who, 
what, or where you are, some day, 
sometime, somewhere you will 
meet God. You say: “I don’t like 
the idea.””’ That doesn’t enter into 
it. You say: “I don’t want to 
meet God.” Your wants do not 
enter into it either. You say: 
“Brother Wells, I don't see why 
it should be necessary.” It doesn’t 
make any difference whether you 
can understand it or not, God says 
that it is going to happen. God 
says that it is going to take place. 
God says that you are going to 
die one day and then you will meet 
Him! 

The Word of God declares in 
Hebrews 9:27: “And as it is ap-

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took hér by the hand, and lifted 
her up; and immediately the fever 
left her, and she ministered unto 
them. And at even, when the sun 
did set, they brought unto him all 
that were diseased, and them that 
were possessed with devils. And 
all the city was gathered together 
at the door. And he healed many 
that were sick of divers diseases, 
and cast out many devils; and suf- 
fered not the devils to speak, be- 
eause they knew him.”’—Mark 1: 
29-32. 


Now verse forty: 

“And there came a leper to him, 
beseeching him, and kneeling down 
te him, and saying unto him, If 
thou wilt, thou canst make me 
clean. And Jesus, moved with 
compassion, put forth his hand, 
and touched him, and saith unto 
him, I will; be thou clean.”— 
Mark 1:40. 

There was a Catholic man, in 
the days when Catholicism still 
had a semblance of religion, by 
the name of Francis Xavier. The 
president of my college in Chicago 
Was named after him. This Fran- 
cis was called of God to be a mis- 
sionary. He did a great work 
for the Lord in his way. He felt 
the call to go to the East. Some 
of his people tried to dissuade 
him from going to the East. They 
told him he would have all sorts 
of trouble, among other things 
with the prevalence of leprosy, 
that awful scourge even to this 
day. Xavier was~a rich man’s 
gon. He did not like the thought 
of leprosy, but he was determined 
that he was going to obey God's 
call. 

He went to Rome so the Pope 
could send him out as they used 
to do, and as they still do among 
the Catholics. He was walking 
down a street in Rome when he 
met a leper. The man’s flesh was 
rotting away from him. Francis 
grew so terribly disgusted with 
the appearance of the leper that 
he turned around and almost ran 
back to the hotel where he was 
staying. Falling on his. face in 
his room, he sobbed out to God 
the cry of his soul that God 
might forgive him that sin. Get- 
ting up from his knees, walking 
down the street, coming to the 
leprosarium, the hospital for the 
lepers, he knocked on the door 
until the leper porter opened it. 
Francis E. Xavier walked in. The 
first leper he met in that lepro- 
sarium, he threw his arms around 
him, and kissed his sores. God 
had straightened him out. He 
surely did a mighty work in China, 
according to the story of his life. 
The Lord Jesus was like that. 

“And as soon as he had. spoken, 
immediately the leprosy departed 
from him, and he was cleansed.” 
—Mark 1:42, 

Now the second chapter: 

“And again he entered into Ca- 
pernaum after some days; and it 
was noised that he was in the 
house. And straightway many 
were gathered together, insomuch 
that there was no room to receive 
them, no, not so much as about 
the door: and he preached the 
word unto them.” Mark 2:1, 2. 

I want us to think together 
about that statement, “And it was 
noised that he was im the house.” 
It was noised; it was advertised. 
It was told abroad; it was pro- 
claimed that He was in the house. 
Even the Lord Jesus Christ had 
to earn His crowds. That is why 
I read that first chapter to you. 
When Jesus Christ first started 
eut, He had to call the one’s and 
the two’s. Read through the gos- 
pels carefully and see if I don't 
know what I’m talking about. 
But when he began to exercise 
His mighty power, when He dis- 
played the authority of the Holy 
Spirit upon Him and in His life, 
crowds began to flock to hear 
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Advertising Jesus 


Him, I have told you before, and 
I say to you again-—-beating my 
breast, with agony in my soul 
punctuating every word that lI 
speak—we blame unsaved people 
for not coming to our churches. 
A great part of the blame is our 
own, There is nothing happening 
in our churches. There is no dis- 
play of God’s power. There is 
nothing unusual. There is noth- 
ing extraordinary. There sit men 
in this congregation—if by your 
gracious courtesy you will permit 
a personal illustration—preachers 
and people with whom I have had 
the privilege of being in revival 
meetings. The revival would start 
off slowly. There ewould not be 
any power. There would not be 
any crowds. Our hearts would 
almost crack within us under the 
strain. We would begin to be 
shaken in our faith. Then some- 
thing would happen. Sometimes 
an unusua] person would be con- 
verted, an unusual sinner, or an 
outstanding man in the commun- 
ity. Sometimes a great number 
of people would be converted. 
Then the problem became: Where 
are we going to put those crowds? 

Let the power of God come 
down upon ou lives; let the Holy 
Spirit use us to do exploits for 
God, and people will beat a trail, 
a path to our doors. The great 
men that you and I read about, 
and hear about, did not start out 
with tremendous crowds. They 
started out with just as small 
crowds as most of us have. They 
gave themselves to God. Got set 
thenr ‘on fire. I do not care what 
attractions and distractions there 
are in the world, you hear me 
my friends, people wil] still come 
aside to see the burning’ bush. 
They will still come aside to see 
something unusual, something 
miraculous. 

I remember the first time I 
came to Winona, three years ago 
this month. I was here to attend 
business conference for the Amer- 
ican Association for Jewish Evan- 


gelism. I came early one morn- 
ing and I left early the next 
morning. Very fortunately Mrs. 


Sunday took me to her home. We 
just went in there for a little so- 
cia] visit. She gave me a picture 
of Billy Sunday. I would not take 
a pretty for that picture, with his 
signature on it, and Psalm 37, 
which he used to place under his 
name. She brought out some 
books, scrap books. I wish you 
would drop in and see them. They 
contain write-ups about meetings 
here, there, yonder; advertise- 
ments of meetings; pictures of 
Homer Rodeheaver, his song lead- 
er, of other people who went with 
him to the work. His sermons 
were reported verbatim, almost. 
Mrs. Sunday turned around to me 
and smiled as she said, ‘Son, try 
and get that kind of advertising 
today.” It is hard, my friends, 
but it is still possible. Let that 
extraordinary thing that I am 
talking about happen, and _ the 
newspapers will come clamoring 
to your doors to find out what it 
is. They did it in Philadelphia. 
They did it in Los Angeles. They 
did it in small Hendersonville. 
They did it in Orlando, Florida. 
They did it in Buffalo, New York. 
They did it again, and again be- 
cause something was happening. 

I want us to think together 
about this matter of advertising 
Jesus, from these three angles: 
first, the reason for advertising 
Him; second, the rule for Adver- 
tising him; third, the reward that 
comes to us when we advertise 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


I. The Reason for Advertising 
Jesus 

1. The first reason why we 
ought to advertise Jesus is be- 
cause the world advertises its 
wares. 

The children of this generation, 
in these days, are wiser than the 
children of God. Think how the 
world advertises its possessions. 
Let me take you down State Street” 
in Chicago. There is the Carson, 
Pirie and Scott Company with its 
great signs. There is Goldblatt’s. 
There is the Boston Store. There 
is Mandel Brothers, and Marshall 
Field’s housed in those tremen- 
dous buildings, behind their dec- 
orated windows, with their orna-

mental signs. Yes, the world ad- | 


vertises its possessions. 


But where wili you find the 
churches? On some back street. 
Travel up and down the land and 
look at the church signs! If I had 
an ounce of love for my church, 
if I could not paint the sign in 
front of the church, I would tear 
it down and not shame the name 
of my church. It is “plumb so!” 
Most church signs are a disgrace. 
You cannot read the name of the 
church. You cannot read _ the 
name of the pastor. Sometimes 
the pastor will put in the name 
of a subject, and the subject will 
stay there for half a year without 
being changed. The world adver- 
tises its possessions. It adver- 
tises its attractions. Hear me my 
friends! I am not saying this 
critically; I do not criticise any- 
body. I told you before and I 
will tell you again: When I get the 
Baptists all straightened out, then 
I will start on the Methodists. 
When I get them straightened out, 
I will start on the Presbyterians. 
When I get them straightened out, 
I might turn to the Catholics, but 
not until the Protestants, and the 
Baptists dre straightened out. Peo- 
ple in glass houses ought not to 
throw’ stones. No, we haven't 
anything for which to criticize 
them. Sut you Know, you come 
down the Texas way, from where 
John Rice and I come. Of course, 
he thinks Wheaton is the best 
place in the world, but that is 
just because he has himself hys- 
terically convinced. He - still 
knows that Texas ‘s the greateat 
place this side of Heaven. In 
Texas it is: “All this and Heaven, 
too!” What does Wheaton have 
that Texas does not have? And 
what does Texas have that Whea- 
ton has? But, seriously, there 
are a great many Catholics there 
in Texas. Go to San Antonio. Go 
to San Francisco. Go to New 
York. Go to Philadelphia, city 
of brotherly love, established by 
Quakers. The choicest spots in 
all those cities are occupied by 
Catholic cathedrals, by Catholic 
churches. Why? Because they 
know the importance of advertis- 
ing the religion of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. Put your 
church on some back street, and 
you have two strikes against you 
already. Let the church lawn be 
overgrown, let the steps get dirty, 
let cigarette butts be scattered 
all around the place, and nobody 
will want to pay any attention to 
your church. 

The world advertises not only 
its possessions; it advertises its 
provisions. Get any paper, any 
Chicago paper—the reason why I 
am using Chicago is because Chi- 
cago is next door, and most of us 
have been there. Just think of 
how many thousands, tens of 
thousands, hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, millions of dollars, Mar- 
shall Field’s spends advertising its 
wares on the pages of the Chicago 
papers. The same is true of Man- 
del Brothers and Goldblatt’s, and 
the Boston Store, and Carson 
Pirie Scott, and Sears Roebuck 
and Montgomery Ward, and all the 
rest of them. Why everybody in 
Chicago knows where Montgom- 
ery Ward is. Everybody in Amer- 
ica who is anybody knows where 
Marshall Field is. If you do not 
know where Marshall Field is, 
hayseed, do not admit it. It just 
shows you are a country yokel. It 
just shows you are a hayseed. 
Yet, think of the money that is 
spent by Fields on advertising. 
Everybody knows Marshall Field 
sells men’s clothes. Everybody 
knows that it has a men’s store, 
one of the choicest men’s stores in 
the world. Everybody knows that 
Mandel Brothers is a big depart- 
ment store selling, among other 
things, floor lamps. Yet day by 
day, day after day, week 
after week, month after month, 
year after year, these titanic 
press their wares 
upon us. I have found this out. 
Go into a restaurant—one of these 
greasy elbow joints, where they 
have the menu on the wall, and 
hash, and sandwiches, and beef 
stew in thc kitchen. They have 
beef stew, and hash, and ‘sand- 
wiches clamoring at you from 
dozens of signs all over the place. 
You wanted fried chicken, but un- 
consciously you order beef stew. 
You just cannot help yourself. It 
is just that way. That is psy- 
chology. 

Now, we ought to do the same 


- 


thing. Thin): of how little money 
we spend on advertising --our 
churches. Think of how few of 
the churches in America ever buy 
an ad in a newspaper. When they 
do buy an ad, they want to cram 
full every inch of space they get. 
You would think every preacher 
were a miser. They try to get 
every single penny out of every 
dollar that they put into it. My 
friends, the. world does not do it 
that way. The world employs 
advertising experts. You must 
spend money to make money. You 
must spend money in order to 
draw crowds. You must spend 
money in order to win the lost 
tc the Lord Jesus Christ. Do not 
forget that! 

Think of how the world adver- 
tises its pleasures. Take any pa- 
per of any good-size city in 
America—New York, Philadelphia, 
Los Angeles, Chicago, or any 
other one. In every one of them, 
there will two tremendcus pages 
advertising the shows, advertis- 
ing the dance halls, advertising 
the cabarets. Do you know how 
much money it costs the Lucky 
Strike people, or the Chesterfield 
people, to take the back page of 
every other issue of the Life mag- 
azine? Do you know how many 
millions of dollars a year the Four 
Roses, or the Seagram’s whiskey 
people spend in order to take the 
back page of a magazine? They 
know that constantly drumming 
on the hearts of the people with 
their wares will bring results m 
business, in trade, in money. 
Think of our church bulletins. 
What do they amount to? Most 
of the time they are mimeo- 
graphed. Our secretaries often 
are so careless with their mimeo- 
graph that it looks as if some 
junior child had been playing 
around with the important bulle- 
tins. They ought to be attractive. 
They ought to be _ informative. 
They ought to be inspiring. When 
you take up one of your church 
balletins, you ought to want to 
Save it and, to pass it on to some- 
body else. 


That is the first reason we 
ought to advertise the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The world advertises its 
wares, and we should counteract 
the influence of the world by giv- 
ing them something better to 
think about, something better to 
look to, to think over. 


2. The second reason why we 
ought to advertise the Lord Jesus 


Christ is because we have more to 


mivertise than the world has to 
offer. 


First of all, we have the person 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. . Most of 
the advertising that you read in 
the papers is a lie. An advertise- 
ment will say that for a certain 
sum you can get a one-hundred 
per cent wool suit. My friends, 
anything over 60% wool may be 
legally called a wool suit. You 
cannot 'buy anything that is ad- 
vertised, and know that the adver- 
tising is telling the truth. It is not. 
The advertising business is the 
most out-lying (And I am using 
the word out as an exclamation 
point) that you and I know any- 
thing about, It is just propagan- 
da from top to bottom. There is 
not a word of truth in it. If you 
use Pepsodent tooth paste, your 
teeth will be white, and beautiful. 
You will make an attractive mar- 
riage. If ypu use some kind of 
something to keep you from hav- 
ing halitosis, the angel Gabriel 
will trade places with you. If you 
use Sta-comb hair tonic? they will 
elect you president of the United 
States. If you learn how to play 
the piano you will just bea social 
lion, the cock of the walk, the 
bull of the woods, the toast of the 
day. 

But we are in a business about 
which we do not have to lie. All 
we have to do is to tell the truth 


about the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Did you ever stop to think why 
it is that a show has to have plush 
seats, an air-conditioned place, 
and perfumed air, appealing dec- 
orations, in order to draw the 
crowds, and a church can be just 
a plain ordinary buidling and 
still draws the crowds? The rea- 
son is simple. The Devil smells 
bad, and he has to be perfumed. 
The Devil looks bad. He is ugly, 
and he has to be ornamented, 
masked, decorated. The Lord Je- 
sus Christ does not need any dec- 
orations. When you start decor- 
ating Him, you have defeated your 
own purpose. Nevertheless, we 
ought to advertise the person of 
Jesus. We ought to tell the story 
of Jesus, of His person, of His 
beauty, of His loveliness, of His 
holiness. 


Brother Pennell, who is here in 
this congregation now, gave me 
an illustration, He did not know 
he was giving it to me. He has 
one child—a daughter, Lois. She 
just got married. He hasn’t got- 
ten over the shock yet of marrying 
his daughter! Anvway, she got 
married. A little while ago she 
was in college as every other girl 
ought to be in time. She called 
up her daddy and said, “Daddy, I 
want to see you.” 

Her daddy said, “Are you sick?” 

“No!” 

“Do you want any money?” 

“No!” 

“Why, what is wrong?” 

“I just want to see you.” 

“Well, I was sure,’”’ Brother Pen- 
nell said, “there is something 
wrong she did not tell me about.” 
So he took the train, or got into 
his car, and came out to where 
Lois was. 

Walking into her room, he said, 
“Now what do you want?” 

“Daddy, I just want you to sit 
down there. I want to look at you 
for awhile.” 

That is the way with Jesus. If 
we can get the world to take a 
good look at Him, that is all we 
need. They may criticize us, they 
may criticize our ways, our 
churches, our preaching; but they 
cannot criticize our Jesus. Ne 
one has ever been able to do it 
successfully, and they surely have 
tried. 

Then, my friends, we have the 
right, the privilege, the opportun- 
ity not only of advertising the per- 
son of Jesus, but also of advertis- 
ing the passion of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the fact that He died for 
our sins on the cross. Just think 
of how the world, if you will per- 
mit the expression, has gone toe 
town in the matter of advertising 


heroes. Just think of how much 
to-do was made about the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor men 


during this past war, and since 
the war has come to an end. 
Think of the fanfare, of the band 
parades that swept this country, 
in almost every great city, honor- 
ing men who made sacrifices, who 
displayed some extraordinary he- 
roism for our nation. You know 
the whole world is a crowd of 
hero-worshippers. We are all 
hero-worshippers. We are built 
that way. We are made that way. 
We are always looking up to the 
man above us. Tell me of any- 
body who was more heroic 
than the Lord Jesus Christ. Tell 
me of anybody who made a sac- 
rifice that can compare with the 
sacrifice of the Son of God. You 
hear me, my friends! I am going 
to pass on to you an experience 
of more than sixteen years of 
preaching. I talk to an unsaved 
person about his or her sins, and 
all the stock arguments are 
(Continued on Page 3) 
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brought up; the hypocrites in the 
church, the denominations, etc. 
But I have found out that when I 
face them with the cross of the 
Lord Jesus Christ all their argu- 
ments, all their debatings, all their 
alibis, fall by the board. There is 
something so challenging, there is 
something so compelling; there is 
something so convincing about the 
blood-stained cross of Calvary 
that it sweeps away every alibi, 
every excuse, every defense, every 
argument, Jesus Christ himself 
said, “And I, if I be lifted up from 
the earth, will draw all men unto 
me.” 


Further, not only do we have 
the person of Jesus to advertise, 
and the passion of Jesus to tell 
about, but we also have the power 
of Jesus to declare. Sta-comb 
Hair Tonic might help your hair, 
ther again it might not. Any one 
of the remedies for halitosis might 
do you good, and again it might 
not land that movie queen you 
are after. It may not do you a 
bit of good at all. Perhaps that 
perfume will attract some people 
to you, while repelling others. 
That suit may look good on you, 
or it may not, That hat that you 
bought under the glamour of the 


~mirrors’ angles out there in that 


store, with that saleslady giving 
you a glib talk, may look good; or, 
on the other hand, your husband 
may cross his fingers in his pock- 
et as he tells an old lie, when he 
says, “It sure is pretty.” He feels 
like saying, “What ash can did 
you get it out of?” or “What did 
you do—sit on it?” But, in ad- 
vertising Jesus, it is different. We 
need not hesitate. He can forgive 
every sin. He can deliver from 
every demon. He can destroy ev- 
ery sin, overcome every tempta- 
tion, cleanse every impure soul. 
Think of what it means to us to 
be able to offer to men, women, 
children, a sure cure for all their 
ills. I found this to be true, and 
I am passing it on to you, out of 
my own experience. A family al- 
tar in the home cuts down doctor 
bills. A family altar in the home 
seems to increase the health of 
that home. It seems to give it a 
sweetness, and a joy of living that 
overcomes the constantly afflict- 
ing and affecting things that are 
the common lot of everyone of us. 


Il. The Rules for Advertising 
Jesus 

I have told fou why we ought 

to advertise the Lord Jesus Christ 

Now what about the rules? What 


shall we do to advertise’ this 
matchless Son of God? 
1. First, we must advertise 


Him, as Brother Hendly told us 
this morning, as I tried to tell you 
last night, by consistent Christian 
living. 

That is the most important ave- 
nue of all. One of our great 
preachers came to Baylor Univer- 
sity in Texas to hold a revival. 
There was a young man whose 
parents this preacher had mar- 
ried. He knew the boy very well 
indeed. The parents were grac- 
ious Christians, very active in the 
church. The boy was an unbeliev- 
er, a scoffer, a critic, ridiculing the 
churches, decrying Christianity, 
carping at his fellow students, at 
the preachers, at his professors, 
at the Bible. He was bitter about 
it all. almost mean, quite discour- 
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teous in the way he talked. One 
day the preacher was walking 
from the dining room back to 
where he was staying. He met 
this boy on the campus and stop 
ped him, Greeting the lad, he 
talked to him about his parents. 

In a minute, the minister said, 
“Son, what makes you so hard? 
Why don’t you give your heart to 
the Lord Jesus Christ?” 


The boy let loose a tirade of 


words against the _ students, 
against the churches, against 
the preachers, against religion, 
against Christianity, against 


everything except Christ. ‘When 
he finished, the preacher looked 
down at him and said, 

“Son, what about your mother’s 
religion?” 

The boy stopped dead still, his 
mouth half open with an unut- 
tered expression. Scuffing at the 
ground with the toe of his boot for 
some seconds, he finally looked up 
at the preacher, eyes heavy with 
unshed tears, and said, 

“Preacher, I can’t argue against 
a fact.” 


You cannot argu- against the 
fact of a consistent Christian life. 
You cannot argue against the fact 
of a surrendered Christian soul. 
Hear me! I used to practice law, 
and I have tried many, many, 
many cases in the courts aill 
around this part of the country. 
I have been in- Goshen and Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, practicing law, 
winning and losing cases, some of 


|! them involving men’s lives, men’s 
freedom, many of them involving 


men’s property, men’s happiness, I 
would put a witness on the wit- 
ness stand. I would say, “Your 
Honor, gentlemen of the jury, I 
am going to prove thus and so 
by this witness.” I would start 
asking the witness questions. 
Sometimes the witness would say 
something that was directly the 
opposite of what I was trying to 
prove. I woula quickly say, “Your 
Honor, I move for a continuance.” 
The judge would have to@gpive me 
a continuance because of surprise. 
It he didn’t, it would be a mistrial, 
and I could carry that case back 
again for another trial. 


When we stand up to preach 
Christ, we say to a lost world, “If 
you will give your heart to Christ 
He will save you from your sins; 
He will give you the power to 
overcome your sinful habits; you 
wil] live as a child of God.’’ While 
we are there in the pulpit preach- 
ing, sinners are sitting in the con- 
gregation watching a dancing, 
whiskey-drinking, cheating, lying, 
stealing somebody up there in the 
choir or in the congregation. The 
preacher cannot ask for a contin- 
uance during a revival meeting. 
He must go on and do his best. 
But if, when the preacher preach- 
es, sinners in the congregation 
see about them men, women, 
children whose lives have been 
revolutionized by this Christ 
whom the preacher is advertising, 
they cannot help but follow satis- 
fied customers to the satisfying 
Saviour. There is just no other 


way out of it. Consistent Chris- 


be leading the singing, and 
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tian living is the first way of ad- 
vertising the Lord Jesus Christ. 


You know, if I followed my 
heart’s- inclination, if I followed 
the inclination of my soul, every 
time Il am given an opportunity 
to speak during this week, I Weuld 
say one thing. We fundamental- 
ists have to live like fundamental- 
ists. It is time for us to live out 
our religion, not only to fight over 
it, or to talk it. It is time for 
us to show the world that we have 
something that the liberals do not 
have, and the world does not have. 
We have to be holier than any- 
body else in the world without be- 
ing sanctimonious. What you be- 
lieve about sanctification, what 
you believe about separation, what 
you believe about overcoming sin, 
or living victoriously above sin, I 
do not know. But the practice of 
our lives must be as though we 
were constantly living in the 
shadow of the cross of Calvary. 
We must live out our religion. 
That is the first thing. 


Sinners will not read our Bibles. 
They will not read our tracts, they 
will not read much of our litera- 
ture. But, they cannot help but 
see our lives. Permit a personal 
illustration. It is just in line with 


what the Holy Spirit has given me 
to say to be practical. Listen, I 
was in a revival meeting in Green- 
ville, Texas, a little while ago. The 
Lord took hold. The meeting 


caught fire. Crowds came. The 
Jews began to come to the revival. 
One day I was asked to come to a 
certain store of a Jewish man. 
The Jews wanted to talk to me. 
I took the pastor along. We went 
into the store. There were a num- 
ber of Jews. It was after store 
hours, and every Jew in that town 
seemed to have come in there. 
There were about thirty or forty 
of them, young and old—all ex- 
cept the children. They started 
jumping on me, sometimes in Eng- 
lish, sometimes in Jewish, 

They said, “You are a Jew, why 
don’t you help your people? Why 
do you have to go and preach to 
Gentiles? Why don’t you do this, 
and that, and something else?” 

They got a bit abusive. You 
see they could talk Jewish to me, 
and the preacher wouldn't under- 
stand it. They knew I was a 
Christian. They knew I would not 
be abusive to them. After a while 
the mother of the clan, an old 
woman, seventy-five years old, I 
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Jesus and the 
Samaritan Woman 
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a dove, and rested upon Him, and 
remained upon Him. And from 
that time on Jesus began to win 
souls, and began to preach, and 
began to work miracles. Before 
that never a miracle, before that 
never a sermon, before that never 
a new convert, And now Jesus, 
filled with the|Holy Spirit, is our 
pattern, and s¢ He must needs go 
through Samaria. 


That leads me to say, dear 
friend, that we can have leader- 
ship. You want to be a soul win- 
ner, don’t you? All right, I will 
tell you how. The very first thing 


to do is to set out and say, “O 
Lord, lead me. I want yoy to 
clearly show me where to go. 
I want you to lead me so lI will 
meet the right person.” I remem- 
ber once, I was in Dallas. (I had 


driven my car down; I used to live 


in Dallas, and I took my family 
back for a visit.) We were com- 
ing back, and we got up early 


that morning, and we all got in 
the car and had a good prayer 
meeting before we started, my six 
daughters, my wife and I. We 
asked the Lord, “Lord, keep us on 
the road today, and let no mishap 
befall us,” and I said, “Lord, lead 
us to somebody I can win to 
Christ today,” and the girls all 
joined me in prayer. We drove 
on up through Sherman, Texas, 
and on into Oklahoma, and some- 
way, we got off the road. We got 
off the highway, and went eighteen 
or twenty miles out of our way. 
So we stopped in a filling station 
to get some gas and to inquire the 
way. There was a man who talked 
to us about the thing, and he told 
us where we got off, and “you go 
down this road so far and turn 
to the left, and you will get back 
on the highway.” I said to the 
man, “Are you a Christian?” He 
said, “No, I'm not: My wife is a 
good Christian, but I am not. I 
know I ought to be,” he said, and 
he was just so tender, and ripe, 
and ready, and I went on to talk 
to him about the Saviour. There 
finally we had a prayer, and he 
said he would take Christ as his 
Saviour, and shook hands with me 
happily. He said he was: going 
home to tell his wife that he had 
trusted Christ as his Saviour. We 
got back into the car and started 
off, and my girls began to say, 
“Daddy, we prayed that God would 
lead us to a soul, and we had to 
get off the highway in order to 
win a soul today!” So Jesus must 
needs go through Samaria. 


You can have guidance. The 
Spirit of God will lead you. I re- 
member once in Dallas, I prayed, 
“Lord, lead me to some soul] to- 
day.” We were getting ready for 
revival campaign and we put up 
a great big screen down on an open 
air lot for revival, a great picture 
slide screen for some of the 
lectures of the evangelist. And I 
worked al] day in getting out ad- 
vertising and making other pre- 
parations for the revival. When I 
came in that night, I had worked 
80 hard, I had talked with every- 
body I came in contact with, and 
I had not found anybody that was 
lost, and had a chance to win, and 
I was a little weary and a little 
sad. We had late dinner, and I 
did some studying, and I was just 
about ready to go to bed, and felt 
disappointed that I had not had my 
prayer answered, and had not won 
anybody, when somebody rang the 
doorbell, and it was a young couple 
wanting to be married. He had 
worked late and couldn’t get away 
earlier, and now they were ready 
to get married, and I brought them 
in. I had made a vow I never 
would marry any couple without 
talking to them about their souls. 
I would not even have a funeral 
service without telling the plan of 
salvation, and asking people if 
they wanted to be saved. And s0 
I was able to win two souls to 
Christ at eleven o’clock at night, 
because I asked God that morning. 
He knew I took every opportunity 
I had, and He sent them to my 
door. You see, you can have the 
Spirit’s help about this soul win- 
ning. 


The Loving Approach of the 
Master Soul-Winner 

Now the Saviour talked to this 
woman, a Samaritan, and He said, 
“Will you giye me to drink?” And 
she said, “Well, it is a funny busi- 
ness, you a Jew asking drink of 
me a woman of Samaria, for the 
Jews have no dealings with the 
Samaritans.” 

“Jesus answered and said unto 
her, If thou knewest the gift of 
God, and who it is that saith to 
thee, Give me to drink; thou 
wouldest have asked of him, and 
he would have given thee living 
water.” 

The woman went on to say, 
“Well, our father Jacob dug this 
well, and are you greater than he 
was?” You know the Samaritans 
were descended from Jacob just 
like the Jews were. And she said, 


“You think you are better than he. 


was, do you? So you think you 
could get water, and the well is 
deep, and you do not have a 
pitcher, I know, and how would 
you draw it?” 

Jesus said, “If you would ask of 
me I would give you living water, 
and you would never thirst again.” 
You know, that is what this world 
needs. Oh, the world is so thirsty, 
and you drink of the pleasures of 
the world, and it does not satisfy! 
It never does., People hew them 
broken cisterng that can hold no 
water. People delve into the 
things that promise so much and 
give so little. And He said, “If 
you would ask of me I would give 
you living water and you would 
never thirst again.” She _ said, 
“Well, it is a long way down the 
hill) and you have to carry water 
up to the house; would you give 
me of this water?” Jesus said, 
“You call your husband.” 

I want to show you the first 
thing here is that kindness will 
open doors. You know, Jesus 
really loved the woman. There is 
not any other way. If you do not 
love people, if you do not really 
want to save them, if you do not 
have a heart’s care about them, 
you cannot win souls. A woman 
said to me, “Oh, in Philadelphia, I 
cannot win anybody because the 
people of this region of Philadel- 
phia where I live are all Catholics, 
and I cannot talk to anybody.” 
And I said, “Don’t you think God 
wants Catholics? Don’t you think 
God loves Catholics and is able to 
save them?” So Jesus was kind 
to the woman. He asked her 
courteously for a drink, and He 
told her about the wonderful joy 
of being a Christian. So kindness 
will open doors and open hearts. 
You need sometimes to love people. 
You need to have them over to 
your house for dinner; then you 
can bring them down to the Arena 
to get them saved. You need to go 
out of your way to be kind and 
good to people, and show them 
that you love them, and then they 
will want what you have, and they 
will in courtesy feel led. When I 
go up to talk to a lost man I speak 
to him kindly. I often say, “This 
is Brother Rice,” or, “My name is 
John R. Rice; what is yours?” If 
you shake hands with a man in 
friendship, why, he dots not feel 
nearly so free to run you away 
then. So kindness will open doors. 


Jesus Faced Her With Her Sin 
and Need of a Savior 

Now here is a third thing Jesus 
said to the woman, “Go call your 
husband.” Here is a woman who 
said, “All right, I want a drink of 
this water.” Actually she is not 
ready for Jesus yet, because she 
is not convicted of her sins, and 
she does not understand who He is. 
So Jesus began on the sin question. 
Did you notice how tactfully He 
brought it up? He said to her, 
“You go call your husband.” He 
knew that she had had five hus- 
bands, that she is living now with 
aman she is not married to. She 
said, “Sir, ler..a.. the truth is 
I do not have any husband.” 
“Yes,” Jesus said, “I know you 
don’t. You have had five hus- 
bands, and you are living now with 
a man you are not married to.” 
My wife said to me one day, “I 
talked to a woman, and I could not 


get her interested at all, and I did | 


not Know how. What should I 


begin on?” I said, “Begin on sin, 
always begin on sin. If people are 
already convicted and want to be 
saved, al] right, tell them how. 
But if people are not convicted, 
begin on the sin question. Maybe 
you will have to use Scripture to 
show them their sin.” But re- 
member, no one is going to get 
saved, no one is going to want to 
turn to Jesus, until he realizes he 
is a sinner. So Jesus brought to 
this woman’s mind her sin. In 
fact, later, when she went to town 
to tell everybody about it, she said, 
“This man told me all things that 
I ever did.” Now Jesus did not, 
really! He just began to open 
the doors of the closets where the 
skeletons of her sins were, and 
she. began to feel so guilty, and so 
conscious, and she said, “Sir, I 
perceive that you are a prophet.” 
You do not have to be a prophet 
to deal with people on sin, but you 
have to deal with them lovingly 
but faithfully on sin if you are to 
get people saved. You preachers 
hear me now! If you want re- 
vivals, you had better deal with 
people on sin, to get people to 
know that they are sinners, and 
that they need God. It is not that 
God needs them, but they need 
God. They are sinners. 


Then the woman started an 
argument, but Jesus did not argue 
with her. She said, ‘““‘We think it is 
just as good to worship God out 
here in Mt. Gerizim, and you say 
that it is up yonder in Jerusalem 
that you have to worship God. Now 
our way ig just aS good as your 
way.” Doesn't that sound like 
people who say “My church is as 
good as yours?” But Jesus said, 
“I am not talking about a place; 
it is not whether you worship God 
in Jerusalem or in Mt. Gerizim. 
Those that worship God must wor- 
ship Him in spirit and in truth.” 
Wouldn’t it be wonderful if we 
could let the world know it is Jesus 
we are talking about. We are 
not talking about a Baptist church, 
or a Methodist church, or a Luth- 
eran church, or a Catholic church, 
or an Episcopalian church, or a 
Christian Science church. We are 
talking about Jesus, and saying 
that the thing that people need to 
do is to forget about joining this 
and joining that until you join 
Jesus. So Jesus said, “It has to be 
in the heart that one turns to God, 
not trusting in a place or church 
or ceremony. 

The woman was broken down 
with conviction and said, ‘“‘When 
the Messiah cometh he will tell 
us all things.” 

She was now ready for the 
Saviour she saw that she needed. 
So Jesus answered, “I that speak 
unto thee am he.” I can almost 
see the glad wonder that came 
into her face. I can almost see 
the flood of tears that must have 
rained down her face and suddenly 
she stopped, and put down that 
pot of water and said, “I can’t 
wait to carry this, I have got to 
run and tell people that I have 
found Jesus.” And here she went 
up to the town to tell everybody, 
“I have found the Messiah; I have 
found the Saviour!” 

If you present the Saviour, if 
you really with love and with care 
get down to the heart of the prob- 
lem, and do not let people argue 
around on the bypaths and about 
this church and that church and 
the other thing, but if you get 
people to the question of sin and 
the Saviour, and really show them 
how, with the Bible, to come to the 
Saviour; you can get people saved. 
Isn’t that a wonderful thing? 


Anybody Who Cares Enough 
Can Win Souls 

Then I want you to notice that 
the next thing is that the woman 
has gone into the town, and she 
has gone to tell the people, and 
here the disciples came back. They 
have all been to town to some 
hamburger joint, I guess, to get 
something to eat. I can imagine 
they came back with sandwiches, 
and maybe with some other food, 
and they say, “Here, Jesus, aren’t 
you going to eat with us?” and 
they spread out all this food they 
got at the town. Jesus was tired, 
% they thought it would be nice 
to wait»a bit, and they said, “I 
wonder what He is doing talking 
to that woman? What does He 
see in- her anyhow?” They did 
not dare come out ang tell Jesus, 


“Why don’t you send her away? 


You are not supposed to be talking 


to a shabby character like that in 
public. Why, good men don’t stop 
and talk to that kind of women.” 
Well, they did not tell him that, 
but they felt that way. Now then 
she has gone back to tell every- 
body. So they said, ‘Come on, 
Jesus, and eat with us.’ 

Jesus said, “I have food to eat 
that you do not know anything in 
the world about. I have been fed 
from Heaven.” They said, “Why, 
did somebody bring Him some- 
thing to eat? Did somebody bring 
Him some food?” “No,” Jesus 
said, “My meat is not sandwiches. 
My meat is to do the will of Him 
that sent me, and to finish His 
work.” He said, “Don’t you say 
it is four months to harvest time, 
that you can’t get Samaritans 
saved.”’ People say that about some 
classes of people of certain re- 


ligion or certain race, “you can't 
get that crowd saved.” You listen 
to me. The harvest is white. The 


people you think you can't win, 
they have hungry hearts. You 
would not go two blocks from this 
radio station this morning where 
I sit and you would not go two 
blocks from this studio, but what 
you would find some woman with 
a broken heart. She buried her 
baby, and now when the man is 
gone from the home; she has 
packed his lunch basket, and he 
has gone, and the children have 
gone to school. Maybe she gets 
out, when the dishes are done, 
and she looks into the bureau 
drawer and takes out the baby 
book, and there are snapshots of 
the little baby that died, and here 
is the day he was born, and here 
is where his little footprint was 
made at fhe hospital, and here is 
a little bit of blond hair, perhaps, 
or dark that was tied with a bit of 
baby ribbon, and her heart is so 
hungry, and her arms are s0 
empty, and she wonders if she 
can ever see the little one again! 
And oh, if there were only some- 
one to tell her that “Jesus knows 
about yaur troubled heart! He 
will give you peace. Put. your 
trust in him.” Why, the harvest 
is white. 

I had a good time last night. 
After services were all over, a man 
came to me and said, “You may 
not remember it, but the first day 
of January this year, I was con- 
verteq when you preached in the 
Church of the Open Door in Los 
Angeles in Dr. Talbot’s church in 
that Conference on Evangelism. 
You preached that night, and I was 
converted.” He said, “My home is 
in Chicago, but I had been away 
in sin; I had left my wife and 
children and gone out in drunken- 
ness and sin, and that night I 
heard you preach and I was con- 
verted. And I hitchhiked home, 
and my home was reestablished 
and my wife took me back, and 
I got a job, and I am as happy as 
I can be. And my wife said I 
ought to come tell you about it.” 
I am glad he did. You know, there 
is joy, I will tell you now, there is 
meat that no one knows about to 
eat, in winning souls like Jesus 
said. Jesus said, “The harvest is 
ripe.” There are lots of people 
that could be won. There are lots 
of people, if you really go with a 
contrite heart and tears like this 


one did. - 
The Fields Are White; Go 
Reap! 


Now here is the last word about 
it. You know Jesus said, “The 
harvest is white. Don’t you say it 
is four months and then cometh 
harvest. I say unto you _ the 
harvest is white already. The 
fields are white already to harvest. 
He that reaps receives wages unto 
life eternal.” Oh, there is nothing 
that pays like soul winning, and 
the harvest is white. Get at it 
now. Get at it. There is some- 
body you can win! I have always 
been surprised when a preacher 
comes to me and tells me he is out 
of work. I have always felt a 
little bad about it. A preacher out 
of work! What he really means is 
that he does not have a salary and 
a settled job with good pay. There 
is plenty of work for any preacher, 
and everybody else that wants to 
win souls, if you really get out and 
go after people who need the 
Saviour, and you can find them. 

Now I say the last point is, this 
woman went out to win souls.

Il. In New Testament Times 

In the New Testament times the 
“sound of a rushing mighty wind,” 
and “cloven tongues like as of 
fire” marked the descent of the 
Holy Ghost on the “birthday” of 
the Christian Church. This oc- 
curred after 120 faithfu) disciples 
had spent ten days, between 
Christ’s ascension and the day of 
Pentecost, “with one accord in 
prayer and supplication.” 

Then the “cloven tongues” ap- 
peared, and they were all filled 


with the Holy Ghost. They be- 
came flaming witnesses _ for 
Christ. Former cowards were 


transformed into men of ‘boldness 
and courage. In one day 3,000 
souls were born again; and on 
another day, a little later, 5,000 
souls were saved. 


Ill. Since Pentecost 


Throughout the centuries since 
that memorable day of Pentecost 
God has sent the “fire from 
heaven” again and again to re- 
vive his children, and to lead 
multitudes of precious souls into 
the light of the gospel. These 
heaven-sent visitations of the 
Spirit have been like enkindling 
flames—warming, reviving, con- 
victing, converting, empowering, 
men and women, 

This series of articles is a record 
of some of these thrilling, never- 
to-be-forgotten times of revival. 
May the recounting of these times 
of blessing encourage us to be- 
lieve that once again God is wait- 
ing to visit his Churgh with a new 


outpouring of the Holy Spirit in 


mighty quickening power! May 
He make us willing to fulfill the 
conditions of prayer, confession, 
and dedication, in order that the 
fire may fall again upon ourselves 
and upon our land! 

1. Scotland—1630 

Again and again throughout the 
centuries of the Christian era, the 
fire of God has fallen from 
heaven with untold blessing. In 
Scotland, in the year 1630, a 
young minister named oJhn’ Liv- 
ingston was inviteq to preach to 
a great assembly of people in the 
open air. Realizing the import- 
ance of the meeting, groups of ear- 
nest Christians formed themselves 
into little companies and spent the 
night in earnest supplication for 
God’s blessing upon the gathering. 
The young minister himself, John 
Livingston, was a member of one 
of the companies of all-night in- 
tercessors. 

The next day as the hour of the 
meeting drew near, the young 
man felt himself utterly unworthy 
to preach to such a great gather- 
ing of people. He felt himself so 
insufficient for the task that he 
was preparing to steal away into 
the fields. However, his friends 
gathered about him and con- 
strained him to remain. As the 
young man spoke, the Spirit of 
God came upon him in great 
power. His text was Ezekiel 36: 
25, 26: “Then will I sprinkle clean 
water upon you, and ye shall be 
clean. <A new heart also will I 
give you, and a new spirit will I 
put within you.” 

For two hours and a half the 
young man spoke with burning 
lips to the great audience. The 
heavenly “fire” fell upon the mul- 


titude and the scene was like 
another. Pentecost. Rev. John 
Shearer in his book “Old Time 


Revivals” tells the story of what 
happened: 

“The Spirit filled the speaker 
with a fulness that must be out- 
poured. The people seemed root- 
ed to the ground in a great still- 
ness. Five hundred men and 
women, some from the high ranks 
of society, some poor wastrels and 
beggars, were converted where 
they stood, and lived from that 
day as those who had indeed re- 
ceived a new heart and a new 
spirit. The memory of that day 
has never died, and the very tell- 
ing of the story has proved a 
fount of revival.” 

2. Jonathon Edwards—1735 

In the early days of the Ameri- 


can colonies, the fire of God again | 


fell from heaven in a great spirit- 
ual awakening, under the leader- 
ship of Jonathan Edwards. Dur- 
ing the early part of Jonathan 
Edwards’ ministry in New Eng- 
land we are told that “there was 
a marked decline in the religious 
life of the community. Among 
the young people the bands of 
morality had sadly relaxed. 
Frolics continued far into the 
night, and became the handmaid 
of vice.” 

With such conditions about him 
Jonathan Edwards gave himself 
to prayer and the ministry of the 
Word for eight yéars. Then sud- 
denly the fire fell. Mr. Shearer 
gives a graphic picture of the 
scenes that were witnessed as the 
Spirit of God came down upon 
the people of the whole commun- 
ity. Suddenly, “conversions be- 
gan to take place throughout the 
town. One of the first was that 
of a frivolous young woman, a 
leader in the ‘frolics.’ She _ be- 
came im very truth ‘a new 
creature’ so humble, pure, and 
gracious, so utterly transformed, 
that she was an object of wonder 
and amazement. The news of this 
conversion ‘acted like a flash of 
lightning upon the hearts of the 


young people’; and as it flew 
from lip to lip the convicting 
spirit seemed to pierce every 
heart that heard it. Indeed, 


throughout this revival, probably 
the most potent awakening agency 
was the simple news of another’s 
conversion. A hunger for the same 
blessing was at once aroused in 
the hearer’s heart. 


“In the early months of 1735 
the people pressed into the church 
daily, and for a time Northhamp- 
ton was literally filled with the 
presence of God. In almost every 
house parents were rejoicing over 
their children, and in the sanctu- 
ary the tears of penitence, of new- 
found joy, and deep compassion 
flowed freely. The whole congre- 
gation became like a heavenly 
choir, and praise was a sweet and 
holy sacrifice. 

“The Bible was a new book. 
Texts that had been read a thous- 
and times appeared with such 
fresh and novel interest that even 
Old saints were tempted to think 
they had never seen them before, 
and regarded them with a strange 
wonder. Young converts read 
their Bibles with such eager in- 
tensity that their eyes became 
dimmed and they could not di- 
stinguish the letters. The tavern 
Was emptied, and in the streets 
men paused to speak to one 
another of the beauty and match- 
less love of Christ. 

“Ministers from other parts 
came to witness these wonders of 
Divine Grace. When they re- 
counted them to their people, the 
Spirit used their testimony, often 
in a remarkable way. The fire 
spread thus from town -to town 
and from county to county. It 
spread not only throughout New 
England; it passed also to other 
lands.” 

8. David Brainerd and the Indians 

About the time of the awaken- 
ing in New England there was a 
remarkable revival among the 
American Indians, under the lead- 
ership of David Brainerd, the 
apostle to the Indians. It was 
one of the notable spiritual awak- 
enings in the history of the Chris- 
tian Church. When Brainerd first 
began his work among the Indians, 
he had little success. His health 
became impaired. He retired from 
the work for a time. He was 
offered a pastorate among 
“wealthy and kindly people,” and 
his heart went out in love toward 
the dalghter of Jonathan Edwards. 
But day by day he heard in his 
soul the pitiful cries of the poor 
lost Indians who were so degraded 
and steeped in sin. 

He made the great decision. He 
deliberately gave up a life of ease 
ang comfort, and went back into 
the wilderness to proclaim the 
gospel to “his poor Indians.” With 
dauntless heroism he went from 
place to place preaching to vari- 
ous Indian tribes. His tours 
among the tribes covered “more 
than three thousand miles, through 


forests, over dangerous mountains, 
in fierce rains, and freezing cold.” 

As time went on Brainerd realiz- 
ed more and more that it was only 
through the mighty power of 
God, and the fire falling from 
heaven, that the hardened hearts 
of the stolid Indians could be 
changed. He decided to give him- 
self unreservedly to intercessory 
prayer. It is said that “whole 
nights were spent in agonizing 
prayer in the dark woods, his 
clothes drenched with the sweat of 
his travail.” As the result of such 
intense fervent intercession it is 
little wonder that the windows of 
heaven were opened and the fire 
fell. Mr. Shearer tells the thrilling 
story: 

“Suddenly, the Spirit was out- 
poured upon the whole region of 
the Susquehanna. His first audi- 
ence there had consisted of four 
women and a few children. Now 
there came streaming in upon him 
from all sides a host of men and 


women, who pressed upon him, and | 
grasping the bridle of his horse, | 


beseught him with intense earnest- 
ness to tell them the way of salva- 


tion. Ina great, glad wonder he 
looked upon them, and the text 
that leaped to his lips >was, 


‘Herein is love.’ 

“Men fell at his’feet in anguish 
of soul. These were men who 
could bear the most acute torture 
without flinching. But God's ar- 
row had now pierced them; their 
pain could not be concealed and 
they cried out in their distress, 
‘Have mercy upon me.’ What im- 
pressed Brainerd most deeply was 


that though these people came to/ 


him in a multitude, each one was 
mourning apart. The prophecy of 
Zechariah was fulfilled before his 
eyes. The woods were filled with 
the sound of a great mourning, 
and beneath the Cross every man 
fell as if he and the Saviour God 
alone were there. Gradually as 
the missionary spoke, there came 
to them, one by one, the peace and 
comfort of the Gospel. 

“As the days passed he had full 
proof that a heaven-sent revival 
had come. A passion for right- 
eousness possessed the converts. 
The wretched victims of the ‘fire- 
water’ were delivered, and the 
Indian camps were cleansed at 
once from their physical and moral 
filthiness. The love of Christ ex- 
pelled every_unlovely thing. As 
one poor woman expressed it, ‘Me 
to be Him for all,’ became the 
motto of their lives. They be- 
came themselves ardent mission- 
aries of the Cross. The light 
spread through all that dark 
region, and a strong Indian Church 
was established.”

come that time when every man, 
every woman, every child will have 
to stand before Him, when every 
one will meet God. This is the 
positive declaration of the Word 
of God. 

Now there are some things you 
don't have to do, some things you 
might ordinarily expect to do, but 
you don’t have to do them. For 
instances, you don’t have to listen 
to me preach if you don’t want to. 
Those of you who are listening 
over the radio don’t have to listen 
to the rest of this broadcast of 
you don't want to. You can just 
turn the dial to some other sta- 


tion. You don’t have to read the 
Bible; you don’t have to pray; you 
don't have to hear the gospel; you 
don't have to live right; you don’t 
have to be a good citizen. You 
don't have to be honest and up- 
right if you don’t want to. Yes, 
there are many things you don’t 
have to do if you set your mind 
against doing them. 

But here is something that you 
cannot avoid. Here is an issue 
you cannot evade. God says that 
sometime, somewhere along the 
way, you will meet Him. I wish I 
could tell you when. I wish I 
could stop and cal] your name and 
tell you just exactly when you are 
going to stand in the presence of 
God. but I am not allowed to do so. 
It is impossible for us to know 
when we are going to meet God, 
but that does not change the 
certainty of it. That does not 
detract from the tremendous fact 
of it. The Bible clearly warns 
that every last one of us will 
sometime meet God. 


Just before we went on the 
radio I read from a passage in 
the twentieth chapter of Revela- 
tion, verses eleven through four- 
teen: 

“And I saw a_ great 
throne, and him that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth 
heaven fled away; and there was 
found no place for them. 

“And I saw the dead, small and 
great, stand before God: and the 
books were opened: and another 
book was opened, which is the 
book of life: and the dead were

judged out of those things which’ 


were written in the books, accord- 
ing to their works. 

“And the sea gave Up the dead 
which were in it; and death and 
hades delivered up the dead which 
were in them: and they were 
judged every man according to 
their works. 

“And death and hades were cast 
into the lake of fire. This ig the 
gecond death” (Rev. 21:11-14). 

My sinner friend, God says that 
you will meet His, and that you 
will stand before Him in that day 
when He will sit upon the white 
throne to judge all those who 
have not’ believed on the Lord 
Jesus Christ as their personal 
Saviour. I say it dogmatically, 
I say it unhesitatingly, because 
God clearly declares that you will 
meet Him, 

Now, since this is true, it is 
necessary for me to Say some- 
thing else. 

ii. Why You Must Be Ready 
to Meet Him 

You say: “Why must I be pre- 
pared to meet God?” Let me 
suggest three reasons. The first 
is: 

1. God’s Word Declares It 

Remember our text says: “... 
prepare to meet thy God .. .” 
This is the solemn Word of our 
God! He says that it won’t do 
for us to just go on going along 
as we have been and hope for the 
best. It won’t do to live any old 
way and rely upon the mercy and 
goodness of God. God says that 
is not enough! He demands: “You 
must be prepared for meeting 
Me.” Now, that ought to settle 
it. It shouldn’t be necessary for 
me to say another word. All any 
preacher should have to do is to 
declare what God says and those 
who listen should immediately 
reply: “All right. We will do 
what He requires. We will obey 
His commands.” But, for some 
reason or another most men are 


and | 


not willing to do that. 

Let me give you a_ second 
reason 

2. Our Condition Demands It 

The prophet, Jeremiah, says: 

“The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it? (Jer. 17:9). 

That is your heart. That is my 
heart. That is the heart of every 
member of the human race. Every 
man, woman and child has a de- 
ceitful heart, a desperately wicked 
heart, an inscrutable heart! God 
says that the black, filthy, de- 
ceitful and desperately. wicked 
condition of our hearts makes it 
necessary for us to prepare for 
the time when we will stand in 
His presence, 


In the third chapter of the Book 
of Romans Paul gives fourteen 
counts in God's horrible indict- 
ment against the human race, be- 
rinning with the statement there 
in the tenth verse: 

“.. . There is 
no, not one:” 


Then he goes 
“. . « there is none 
good, no, not one.” 

“Oh,” you say, “There must be 
some exceptions.” But God's 
Word say there are none! He tells 
how all have gone out of the way 
and have become altogether un- 
profitable and then in_ verses 
twenty-two and twenty-three, He 
Says: 


‘e 


none righteous, 


on .to say 


that doeth 


. for there is no difference: 

“For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God;”’ 

That is our condition. We are 
sinners and we have “. .. come 
short of the glory of God;” Our 
condition then, demands that we 
be prepared, because men with 
black, dirty, filthy, ungodly, in- 
iquitous, unrighteous hearts can- 
not possibly hope to stand con- 
fidently and safely before God in 
the day of judgment. Our condi- 
tion demands that we get ready 
to meet our God. Then there is 
the third reason that I would like 
to suggest and that is: 

8. You Will Be Lost If You 

Are Not Prepared 

The Word of God declares that 
we will meet God, that we myst 
be ready to meet God and that if 
we are not ready, we will he lost. 
Lost—-that means we will be cast 
into Hell. That means we will go 
in to the lake of fire. This fact is 
terribly real! It is one that people 
do not like to face squarely. But, 
although there are many people 
who do not like to talk about Hell 
and many people who turn their 
backs upon what the Bible teaches 
about it, and although too many 
preachers won't preach about it, I 
am convinced that it igs the mes- 
sage which is needed almost more 
than any other message today— 
the message of judgment, the mes- 
sage which tells men they are go- 
ing to be lost if they do not trust 
the Lord Jesug Christ ag their 
personal Saviour. 

I remember while I was pastor 
in Dallas, Texas, one of the 
deacons in our church had gone 
to the hospital to be there under 
observation. He complained a 
little because he wasn’t able to 
get a private room and had to be 
placed in a ward. On Monday 
afternoon I went to visit him and 
as we Sat there in the large room 
with several other beds in the 
ward he said: 

“You know, Brother Wells, I am 
praising God now that I was 
placed in this ward. eI am not 
sick and I can get up and walk 
from bed to bed and talk to the 
patients and sometimes I help the 
nurses. Best of all, I have had the 
joy of talking to almost every 
person here about the Lord. In 
some cases I have found that they 
did not know Christ and I led 
them to the Lord. In other cases, 
I have been able to ~ive them com- 
fort and assurance as they hove 
left the ward for the operating 
room.” 

Then I looked across from his 
bed and I saw lying on another 
bed a figure that was wrapped in 
bandages from the top of his head 
to the tip of his toes and five 
people were standing there hold- 
ing that patient in bed. I said: 
“Have you talked to that person ?’’ 

“No,” he said. “I have asked 


| God to enable me to, but I haven’t 


had an opportunity yet, but just 
as soon as he regains conscious- 
ness, I will talk to him about the 
Lord.” 

A few days later I met my 
friend on the street and I said: 
“Phil, did you get to talk to that 
patient who was wrapped in band- 
ages and unconscious the day I 
Was in to see you?” 

He said: “No, pastor, I wasn’t 
able to talk to him. About six or 
seven o’clock that night he seem- 
ed to become quiet and it wag no 
longer necessary to hold him down 
in bed. But about midnight the 
nurse came in for a check-up and 
as she examined him, she became 
alarmed. She calleg the doctor 
and he came immediately. In a 
moment the doctor said to the 
nurse: 


“ ‘Go out and call his father who 
is sitting in the hall. Tell him to 
come in at once because he won't 
last very long.’ 

“Naturally the father hurried in 
and reached the bedside just as 
soon as possible but it was just in 
time to grasp the hand of his son 
ag he breathed his last breath and 
went out of this life into eternity 
and into the presence of God. That 
happened early on the morning of 
his sixteenth birthday.” 

Later I learned the rest of the 
story. On the previous Sunday 
afternoon that boy had been riding 
a horse in the suburbs of Dallas, 
Texas, and as he was riding 
along, suddenly the horse kicked, 
bucked and threw him up against 
a tree, smashing his face and 
breaking a number of bones apd 
causing him _ internal injuries. 
They called an ambulance, rushed 
him to the hospital, brought him 
to the emergency room, operated 
upon him and gave him all the 
medical assistance possible, but 
all to no avail, because in just a 
little while he slipped out of this 
life into the presence of God. He 
did not have a_ chance to 
straighten things out. No, al- 
though there was a preacher and 
a deacon sitting a little distance 
from him in the same room, and 
although we wanted to talk to 
him, we couldn't because he was 
unconscious. . I do not konw 
where he is today. I do not know 
what has happened to him. I do 
not know whether he its saved or 
lost. I do not know whether he 
is in Heaven or in Hell, but I do 
know this that if he was not ready 
when he was thrown up against 
that tree and knocked unconscious, 
then he was lost and lost for time 
and eternity. He did not have a 
chance to get ready after his 
horse smashed him against that 
tree. 


Oh, my friends, you do not 
know when your hour will come. 
You do not know when you will 
be taken out of this life and this 


world. You do not know when 
God will call you. It may be to- 
day. It may be tomorrow, but 


listen, by all means make sure 
that you are ready for if you are 
not ready, you will be lost! 

“But,” you say, “Preacher, we 
agree that we will meet God and 
that we must be ready to meet 
God, but will you tell us now how 
We can get ready to meet God?” 

Ill. How to Get Ready to 

Meet God 

A hundred verses come to mind, 
but let me give it to you as simply 
as I can. Let me begin with the 
most familiar verse in the Bible, 
John 3:16. Here Jesus is talking 
to a sinner. He was a moral man, 
a religious leader, a great teacher 
and a ruler of the Jews. His name 
wag Nicodemus. but above every- 
thing else, he was a sinner, and 
Jesus said to him: 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 

That is the message of salva- 
tion. Jesus, the Saviour, says 
that “. . . whosoever believeth in

should say, raised her hand. They 
all grew quiet. 

She said, “Let him alone.” 

“Why should we iet him alone? 
He is a traitor to our people. He 
is hurting us more than he is do- 
ing us any good. Why, we are in 
enough trouble already. Why 
should he go around doing what 


he is doing? Why should he do 
that?” 
She said, “Let him alone! Let 


him alone. Ess Brnt.” 

Do you know what that means? 
“It burns!” Do you understand 
what she said? She was convinced 
of my secretary. “It burns.” She 
meant I could not help but preach. 
She meant that I could not help 
but to stand up there to cry at 
the top of my voice, pleading with 
sinners for the Lord Jasus Christ. 
She did not know a thing about 
my religion. She did not know a 
thing about the Lord Jesus Christ. 


She did not know a thing about 
the gospel. But friends, there is 
something about sincerity that 


finds an echo in the hearts of most 


gainsaying persons. You know 
that is true. You know that is so. 
Here is. another’ experience. 


From one end of this country to 
the other, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, from the North pole, 
almost down to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, all in between, I have been 
criticized by Jews. I suppose I 
have been criticized more by Jews 
than all of you other preachers 
put together, because I am a Jew; 
they think I am a traitor to my 
people; they do not hesitate to 
say so. . But, you listen to me. 
When they come to church; whea 


they hear me preach; when they 
see what I am after: when they 
see the tears come to my eyes, 


and the sweat pour down my face; 


when they see me leaning against 
the pulpit at the end of a sermon 
exhausted; when they come around 
to shake hands with me, and see 
me panting for breath because of 
the agony of the appeal, they quit 
criticizing. The chiefest, choicest, 
best, topmost, bottommost, side- 
most, widemost way of ad- 
vertising Jesus is by sincerity 
of living, by holy living, by 
Christian living, by consecrat- 
ed living. If we do not de 
anything else, if nothing else hap- 
pens to us, let us, every one of us, 
starting with myself, here and 
now, determine in our hearts, that 
from this minute on, we are declar- 
ing unceasing war against every 
personal sin in our own lives. My 
friends, we may not all be able 
to become great preachers; we 
may not be able to sway multi- 
tudes; we may not be able to have 
the gift of a ready writer, like 
John Rice, and some of the others 


here, but I will tell you what we 
can be. We can all be great 
Christians. Will you. say Amen 
to that? We can all be great 


Christians. We cannot all wear 
high-priced suits. We cannot all 
drive big automobiles. We are 
not all going to have big churches. 
We are not all going to sweep a 
continent for God. We are not all 
going to move a nation toward 
Heaven. But, I will tell you what 
we can do. We can illustrate the 
Lord Jesus Christ by holy living. 


2. The second way of advertis- 
ing Jesus is by loyalty te the 
church. 

Thank God for the fact that we 
have a generation of evangelists 
who are not criticizing the church, 
who are not always beating the 
church over the head. Friends,

prayer. At length the fire of

Like a gale from heaven 
they went up and down the British 
Isles preaching to vast multitudes 
sometimes numbering 20,000 and 
more. Their zea] for souls was 
so great that they came over to 
America anqg helped greatly in 
evangelizing our new land. The

vival under Wesley changed the 
history of the British Isles.

the world will take care of criti- 
cizing the church, It is not for 
us to criticize it. It is for us to 
love it. What would you think of 
a man who constantly kept on tell- 
ing you of the quarrels he had 
with his wife? You would not 
think much of him, would you? 
What would you think of a wom- 


an running to tell you of the 
quarrels she was having with 
her husband? What would you 


think of a child, what would you 
think of a son or a daughter, in 
any family, gossiping abroad the 
difficulties in the home? Listen, 
our church problems are our own 
problems. They are family affairs. 
It is for us to stand like stone 
walls around the church, to sup- 
port it, to sustain it, to love it. 
After all is said and done, it is 
the bride of Christ. She is our 
mother in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
It it were not for somebody's 
church, . should not be a Chris- 
tian now. If it were not for 
somebody's church you would not 
be a Christian. If it were not for 
somebody’s churches, this confer- 
ence would be an utter impossi- 
bility. 

How can we expect the unsaved 
people to come to our churches 
when our own church members 
will not come? Crowds attract 
crowds. Old customers coming 
back to the place where they found 
satisfaction, will draw new custo- 
mers. Oh, let us pray with all 
our souls; let us determine in our 
hearts that we shall bite our 
tongues in half before we ever, 
ever raise our voices against the 
church of the living God. Oh, 
the awful harshness, the hardness, 
the criticism, the ridicule, that it 
engenders when church members 
fall out with each other, when 
preachers add to the mess by stir- 
ring up the unsavory stew. I told 
you last night that I had deter- 
mined in my soul; 
on my face that from now on, my 
ministry is going to have a more 
victorious, more hopeful note, than 
it had up to now. My God is still 
alive. He is still on the throne. 
His promises are still yea and 
amen in Christ. I am not going 
to go around sad-faced any more. 
1 am not going to spend a third 
ot a revival crying that the world 
is going to the damnation bow- 
wows. Everybody knows it. What 
I am going to do is tell them how 
to keep out of the damnation. 


There must be loyalty to the 
church. Every church is a witness 
for or against the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Every church body is a 
witness for or against the Son of 
God. You say, “Well, what are 
we going to do with the liberal 
churches? What are you going 
to do with the churches that are 
not New Testament churches?” 
Beloved, there is mighty little that 
we can do about them. Let us see 
to it that our churches, the 
churches that we serve, the 
churches where we worship the 
Lord, the churches where we sing 
God's praises, the churches to 
which we belong, are on fire in 


loyalty to Christ and a lost world. 


It, by some bad mischance, you 
belong to a church that is not 
preaching Christ, you have no 
business in there. You ought to 
get out and join the church that 
is preaching Christ. If you are 
paying the salary of a man who 
denies the inspiration of the Bible, 
the Virgin birth of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, because of your church 
loyalty, or denominational loyalty. 
you are just as bad as he is. You 
are paying him for lying about the 
verities of God’s holy Word. 

8. The third thing—and you 
know what I am going to say— 
the third ryle for advertising Je- 
sus, is that we must be consistent, 
persistent in our witness-bearing 


There is a Shibboleth going the 
Pounds. I have heard it every- 
where, They say that mass evan- 
gelism is one thing, and personal 
soul winning is something else. 
My friends, how can you have 
mass evangelism, without personal 
soul winning? . How can you be 
a@ personal soul winner without 
believing in mass evangelism? I 
heard a man say the other day, 
and he wasn’t a Jew, either! “You 
know, somehow i think ten times 


I promised God | 


as much of a ten-dollar bill as I 
do of a one-dollar bill!” I never 
heard that before, but I do too, 
you know. It is strange that I 
think ten times as much of a ten- 
dollar bill as I do of a one-dollar 
bill. I tell you, I should rather 
see a hundred converted than one 
any time, but I want to see that 
one, too. Certainly! The two 
work together. You cannot be an 
evangelist without being a per- 
sonal soul winner. You may be an 
evangelist by profession. That 
may be your way of making a liv- 
ing. But if you are called of God 
to be a preacher of the gospel; if 
you are called of God to be a 
teacher; if you are called of God 
to be a witness; you cannot heip 
but believe in every kind of evan- 
gelism. You take these men who 
are here on this program. Take 
Jess Hendley, take Joe Hankins, 
take Bob Wells, take John Rice. 
take George Stephens, take Mer- 
vin Rosell, take any of these men, 
and, friends, you would have to get 
up mighty early in the morning, 
and stay up mighty late at night, 
mass evangelists as they are, to 
find men who would go farther, 
who would sacrifice more to win 
one soul to Jesus Christ, than they 
would. That is right, isn’t it? 
But that does not mean that they 
turn their backs on mass evangel- 
ism. 

There must be the advertising 
of Jesus by witness-bearing. I 
Started out by telling you of the 
tremendous millions that a store 
like Marshall Field spends each 
year for advertising. Now, not 
everybody who reads the Chicago 
Tribune, not everybody who reads 
the Chicago Sun, not everybodv 
who reads the Chicago Herald- 
Examiner and sees the advertis- 
ing of Marshal] Field goes to that 
store to purchase things. But, 
one here, one there, one yonder, 
reading the advertising, goes to 
the store to trade. It is the same 
way with our witness-bearing. We 
are to sow beside all waters. We 
are to testify for Christ every- 
where, to everybody, under all 
circumstances. The Lord will put 
the seed where He wants it, and 
bring it to fruit for His sake. 


Ill. Reward for Advertising 
Jesus 
Now my last word, that is, the 
Reward for Advertising Jesus. 
1, First of all, there will be the 
personal reward, 


I do not know how you feel 
about it. I am away from home 
a lot of the time, too much of the 
time. Pray for me that the Lord 
may give me wisdom to know how 
to arrange my time. I am con- 
nected with several evangelistic, 
missionary organizations that re- 
quire time, and effort and energy. 
Yes, I am the president of the 
American Association for Jewish 
Evangelism without one single, 
solitary penny of remuneration, 
not one cent. I have given them 
weeks of my time, when I should 
have been home resting, studying, 
praying, and preparing for the re- 
vivals ahead. I am glad to do all 
of it if it is God’s will. I write to 
my wife every day. You ought to 
read those letters to my wife! 
Brother, sister, I make love to her 
in those letters! It is a protec- 
tion, 

Do you know what I found out? 
I have been married sixteen years 
this coming September. I have 
found out that the more I think 
about by wife, the more I talk 
about her, the more I love her. It 
is: the same way with Jesus. The 
more I think about Him, the more 
I talk about Him, the more I tell 
others about Him, the more of 
Him I give away to others, the more 
I have for myself. Never get 
tired of making love to Him! Ev- 
ery time you find some new ap- 
proach to Him, some new beauty 
in Him. That is the first thing 
that will happen when you adver- 
tise Jesus. You will be fresh, free. 
There will be enthusiasm; there 
will be emotion; there will be an 
artesian well bubbling up in your 
soul. It is when you take Jesus, 
and keep Him for yourself, never 
telling anyone about Him, never 
talking to anybody about Him, 
that your faith becomes stagnant, 
stodgy, stolid. When you speak 
about Him; when you pour out 
your soul to others about Him 


then the Holy Spirit keeps pouring 
in more, and more, and more. 
Every day your relationship to 
the Redeemer is fresh, new, more 
thrilling than it was the day be- 
fore. 

2. Second, there is the reward 
not only in our own personal lives, 
our own personal satisfaction, but 
there is also the reward in the 
satisfaction of knowing that we 
are doing the right thing. 

We do not know whether we 
are doing the right thing about 
the kind of homes we have. We 
do not know whether we are doing 
the right thing about the kind of 
cars we buy. We do not know 
whether we are doing the right 
thing, always about the kind of 
books We read. There is ever a 
question in our minds. As there 
is in mine, so is there in yours. 
Do not tell me otherwise, because 
I will] not believe you. When you 
witness for Jesus, there are no 
regrets, are there? Have you ever 
gone out trying to win an unsaved 
person and failed as flat as a 
flitter? Even then there was a 
Satisfaction in your soul. You 
had done the right thimg. There 
are no regrets. Whether you win 
them, or do not win them, you 
have done your duty. You are 
investing your life, your time, your 
talents, your money, your efforts, 
your tears, your energy, your tes- 
timony, your toil, in the biggest 
business in the world, advertising 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Think further of the satisfaction 
in the fact that when you adver- 


tise Jesus, new customers will be 
attracted. (I am talking Jewish 
again!) 


A man down in Palacios, Texas, 
a Jewish man, called me into his 
store one day. He had a tea for 
the pastor and me. He said, 
“You know these Baptists sure 
must like you.” 


I said, ““‘Why do they like me?” 

He said, “You sure do get them 
a lot of new customers, don’t 
you ?” 


Well, that is one way of looking 
at it. I thank God I am getting 
customers for the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I want them to come, to 
buy without money and without 
price, of the water and wine in His 
cellars. You heard some of these 
experiences Jesse Hendley told 
you about this morning. Well, let 
me tell you some that happened 
yesterday, and the day before, and 
the day before that. These ex- 
periences are fresh on my soul. 


I was in a revival in a church 
in Greer, Texas, the First Bap- 
tist church. There was a man in 
that church, Brother R. P. Lyons, 
whose daughter played the piano, 
a married girl with a baby. I gave 
the invitation one night and four 


young men about’ twenty-five 
years old — somewhere around 
there, beyond twenty-one—young 


fellows, strong looking, came for- 
ward. Two of them had discharge 
buttons on. I found out after- 
wards that all four of them had 
been in the service. 


People came around to shake 
hands with these four in the old- 
fashioned way, I saw the pianist 
throw her arms around one of 
those men, kiss him, hug him, 
love him, pet him, kiss him again. 
Turning to one of the deacons 
of the church, I said, 


“Is that Brother Lyons’ son?” 

He said, “No, that is the pian- 
ist’s husband.” 

You see her husband had come 
to Christ. That was her reward, 
and mine. 

Sunday night I was in Mount 
Vernon, Illinois, one of the rough- 
est places I was ever in in my 
life. You Know the Lord sure did 
make a fool out of me. I have 
been around there before, and have 
had a hard time every time. I 
have been there at least a half 
a dozen times, in that territory, 
and, please God, I am going back 
again. But the Lord gave fruit. 
He gave us over three hundred 
precious souls for Christ. 

A number of people came down 
the aisles, were taken into the 
inquiry room, among them sev- 


eral men. After a while I came 
back into the auditorium. The 
crowd was milling about. In the 


crowd, was a woman, about my 
age, perhaps a little younger, in 
her early forties. She was be- 
tween thirty-five and forty-five, 
somewhere around there. She had 
several grown children. This 
young woman came up to one of 
the men, started to love him, hug 
him, shake hands with him over 
and over again. Stepping back, 
she commenced to clap her hands 
and shout, right there in the high 
school auditorium, “I have been 
waiting for this! I have been 
waiting for this! Children, I have 
been waiting for this!” 

I did not know the man from 
Adam ’s off ox. I said, “Brother 
Bellamy, who is he?” 

“He is her husband.” 

Then after a while when the 


folks got through shaking hands 
with those who had come forward, 
a girl came up to me wiping her 
eyes free of tears. 


She said, “Brother Appelman, 
thank you. Thank you, Brother 
Appelman for saving my Daddy.” 


Now, I did not save him. I 
just advertised Jesus, and Jesus 
did the saving. 

Oh, the joy of advertising Jesus! 
Right now, right here, not-up yon- 
der in glory, but right here and 
now, there is joy. I do not know 
how you feel about it, but the 
Lord is sure going to have to get 
up mighty early in the morning, 
and stay up mighty late at night, 
to give me any more in Heaven 
than He has already given me 
down here on earth. I mean every 
syllabie of it. I guess God can 
do everything and I am sure He is 
going to do that too. Oh, the joy 
of advertising Jesus and seeing 
people come to Him; advertising 
His love, His passion, His person, 
His power, knowing that you do 
not have to apologize to them, 
that you do not have to meet 
these people, to beg their pardon 
for inviting them to come to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Yes, with all 
your souls, advertise Jesus. 

May I then bring you one last 
word. I have told you about the 
reason. I have told you about 
the rule. I have told you about 
the reward. Here is my last word, 
beloved. We are living in an en- 
tirely new age. We are living in 
an entirely new time. From the 
time that I came to America, in 
1914, until this day, the world has 
been turned upside down and in- 
side out. Old programs, old rou- 
tine things that worked for our 
forefathers, will not work today. 
I mean the mechanical programs, 
It is up to us to ask the Holy 
Spirit to give us guidance, power, 
inspiration, in order that He 
might use us to advertise the Lord 
Jesus Christ in such manner, by 
such methods, in such fashions 
as this world can understand, as 
the Holy Spirit can and will use 
to draw souls to the matchless Son 
of God. God give us all the grace 
so to advertise Jesus Christ, by 
our holy living, by our church loy- 
alty, by our witness-bearing, that 
multitudes, even as we were 
brought to Christ, may be brought 
by our testimony to Him, that to- 
gether with us they may rejoice 
in the full assurance of God's 
love! 
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
